ADMIRAL GREIG’s FUNERAL. 


Revel, Dec. 5. The funeral of Admiral Greig, 
which was made by order. of the Emprefs, at her 
expence, was very folemn and magnificent. Some 
days before it took place, the body of the deceafed 
was expofed on a ftate-bed if the hall of the Admi- 
salty, which was hang with black, and lighted with 
filver lu(tres, having the doors ornamented with 
white crape. The body lay on an_arch of three. 
fteps, under a canopy of white crape.. On. the ‘hat 
ftep, at the foot of the bed, there was an win pla- 
ced, covered with black, with filver anchov's and 
ftreamers on it, and letters of the fame metal, as 
follows :—S. G. Nat. d. 30. Nov. 1735, Onir.d. 
15. Oct. 1788, And at the head. there was an 
efcutcheon, with the titles of the deceafed.~" The 
body was dreffed in the Admiral’s grand uniform, 
having a crown of Jgurel on its head. The coffin, 
ee on fix mafly filver feet, was covered with 

lack velvet, lined with white fattin, and’ handles, 
fringes, and galons, all made of filyer. ~The pillows 
for his head and for the ftate-bed,- were .of white 
fattin, trimmed with rich blond lace. On each fide 
of the bed were -three tabourets; (tools) covere | 
with white. fattin, richly trimmed .with fringe and 
tufts of gold. On thefe ftools were placed the Ad- 
miral’s (taf, and the five different drdérs of knight- 
‘hood which had been conferred apon him —(The 
enamel of one of the. points of the Crofs of. Sr 
George had been carried away, “afd the poiat bent 
‘by a ball he received in the fight in the Archipela- 
29, with the Turks laft war.). On rwelve ftands 
covered with black, and ornamented with white 
crape and flowers, were placed twelve large filver 
candlefticks,’ with funeral wax tapers. The. three

We ftate this 
doftrine on the following authorities :3 ; 

- In 1566, Mr Onflow being elected Speaker in 
the middle of a Parliament, on a vacancy, omitted 
the prayer for liberty of fpeech and freedom from ar- 
relfs. 

In 1677, Serjeant Charlton, elected Speaker on 
a vacancy, prayed for all the privileges ; but he was 
certainly wrong in the opinion of the Houfe ; for, 

Tn 1694, Mr Foley followed the precedent of 
Mr Onflow, and prayed only excufe for his own 
faults and miftakes.; and-he did this by difcretion 
of the Houfe, who declared in a refolution, ** That 
 thefe petitions were demands of right, and ought 
‘to be made but once, at the begianing of a new 
* Parliament.” 

Th: Speaker of ‘the Houfe of Commons is the 
firlt gentleman in England, ranking in ‘he order of 
precedency immediately after Barons, and before 
the eldett fons of Vifcounts. He alfo takes place 
of all Privy Counfellors, and Knights of the Gar 
ter (not Peers,) Judges, &c. He is likewife rec-“ 
koned in the old Iaw books, the mouth-piece of the 
Honfe of Commons, and is generally finally re- 
warded with a Peerage. 

The:falary of the Speaker is between feven and 
eight thoufand pounds per year, beflides patronage ; 
but then it requires fo much parliamentary know-. 
ledge, fuch promptnefs, evennefs of temper, and, 
above all, fuch drudging attendance, as can only 
make it a bait for the moft patient ambition, 

This country has.been rather lucky in her four 
Jaft Speakers of the Houfe of Commogs.: Mr 
Onflow, the father of the prefent Lord Onflow, 
was chofen Speaker the firft Parliament ‘of the laft 
reign, apd continued io it till the acceffion of his 

 prefent Majelty, with. honour to himfelf, and dig- 
nity to the nation. Mr Cult facceeded him, bat 
fell a factifice to certain formalities which were then 
attached to the office.

The feparation of the grain from the ear isa part of 
hufbandry which has received fewer improvements, and 
hitherto owed lefs to human ingenuity, than any other 
branch of that art. The ancient inhabitants of Afia and 
Egypt, where agriculture is fuppofed to have had its ori- 
gin, knew no other method than that of inclofing a {pot in 
the open air, and fmoothing it with clay rolled hard; this 
was the th efhing-floor. The corn being next {pread in fheaves, 
oxen were turned in, and:kept in motion till the bufinefs 
was done. ‘* Thou fhalt not muzzle the ox that treadeth 
out the corn, Deut. xxv. 4.” 

If Zlian may be beliewed, the Greeks were neither fo 
merciful or cleanly in this. circumftance. They befmeared 
the mouths of the poor animals with dung, to keep them 
from tafting the corn under their feet. Hist. ANIMAL. 
1. iv. c. 25. 

Machines were next invented in different countries, made 
of planks or'beams, ftuck overt with flints or hard peggs, 
to rub the ears between them; others to bruife out the 
grain by fledges or trail-carts-——

«, Tribulum, however, was certainly the machine firft de- 
fcribed, conftruéted for the fingle purpofe of feparating the 
grain from the hufk or chaff. At what period of time 
“Thte-feitseok place of the former aukward machines, is not 
known with certainty. Pr fay2, that the 
Turks, and many of the Italians, have not yet adopted it. 
The barbarous Celts, accuftomed to fire and fword, made 
fhort work. They burned the ftraw, and inftantly devour- 
ed the grain. The cuftom continues in the Highlands of 
Scotland to this day. The oats roafted like coffee-beans, 
are bruifed while hot, and ufed as a delicacy by the com- 
mon people, under the name of Greddan, or Grettan. 

To farmers it is unneceflary to point out the inconve- 
niencies of the flail; the labour eth poco is great; the 
gorn cannot be brought to market when the owner’s inte- 
reft or neceflity requires. Mills are topped by fevere froft 
and fcarcity of water; and at other times could do four 

- times the work, was the fupply from the barn fufficient. 
‘What is worfe, a confiderable part of the grain remains in 
the ear after the beft threfhing; and when the crop is wet, 
raw, and ill got in, the labour and time are double, and the 
lofs in proportion. 

Threfhing is one of the heavy rural labours, from which 
the fuperftitions commonality flattered themfelves to have 
been fometimes relieved by good-naturcd fupernatural 
beings——— 

‘© When in one night, eer glimpfe of morn, 
“© His foadowy flail had threfh'd the corn, 
* Which ten day lab’rers could not end..” Mitton.
